to the local press, the Moscow Municipal Board has now worked out 
the plan for the construction of a central wholesale and retail market 
for food stuffs, which is to cover an area of 431,200 square feet, with 
147,000 square feet of open yards. 

The cost is calculated at 5,209,310 roubles, not including a further 
sum of 108,000 roubles for railway lines to connect the market with 
the railway, or a further sum of 70,000 roubles for the construction 
of roads in the market itself. 

Statistical returns show that food-stuffs to the amount of 21,000,000 
pouds (337,541 tons) are annually imported into Moscow. Of this 
amount, it is calculated that 20,800,000 pouds, to the value of 
598,526,000 roubles, would be delivered at the market. 

The Municipal Board (‘ Moskovskaya Gorodskaya Uprava”) will 
advertise in Russian and foreign newspapers for engineers to send in 
plans for a market laid out in such a manner as to secure the main- 
tenance of the good quality of the edibles brought to and sold there. 
This is insisted on by the sanitary authorities. 


The prizes offered for plans are: first, 10,000 roubles; second, 
6,000 roubles; and third, 3,000 roubles.

Greek Moratorium Prolonged. 


With reference to previous notices in the “ Board of ‘Trade 
Journal ” relative to the extension of the Moratorium in Greece, it is 
notified that H.M. Minister at Athens has now telegraphed to the 
effect that the Moratorium has been further extended for one month, 
that is, until 19th March. (C. 1,702.) 


Lights Extinguished in the Gulf of Salonica. 


With reference to the notice on-p. 374 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 13th February relative to the closing of the Gulf of 
Salonica at night time, it is notified in the “‘ London Gazette” of 
21st February that H.M. Minister at Athens has telegraphed that the 
lights in the Gulf of Salonica have been extinguished until further 
orders. 

Financial Crisis in Jerusalem. 


H.M. Consul at Jerusalem (Mr. P. J. C. McGregor) reports, under 
date 29th January, that Jerusalem was then suffering from a severe 
financial crisis, cansed by a glut of metalliks imported from Tripoli 
and Macedonia. In Jerusalem silver piastres are unknown, and 
francs are the usual silver currency, whilst metalliks are the only 
coin in common use among the people. 3} metalliks are the usual 
equivalent of a piastre, and the Napoleon has an average value of 109 
piastres in metalliks; now, however, the Napoleon is worth 160 
piastres in metalliks, and the nickel and copper coinage is a drug in 
the market. For some months past the Central Government have 
paid 5 per cent. of the salaries of officials in nickel coin, and local 
speculators have endeavoured to reap an easy harvest by importing 
cheap nickel and copper and sending “ mejidiés ” and “ bashliks ” to 
Jaffa and Beirut. The consequence was that shop-keepers and 
Government offices, including the Post Office, refused to accept 
metalliks except at exorbitant rates. After some days the Munici- 
pality was authorised to open certain bakeries to supply bread at 
usual prices, and the metallik was accepted at the rate of four to the 
piastre. It was also announced that the old bronze metalliks were 
to be withdrawn, and the panic was somewhat allayed, the 
Napoleon then having a value of 156 piastres in metalliks. ante 

The prices of all articles of ordinary consumption have risen 
considerably, and it is thought in local financial circles that the 
situation may become a cause of still more serious trouble unless the 


Government take some far-reaching measures. (C. 1,565.) 
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ICE OBSERVATION IN THE ATLANTIC. 


* With reference to the notice on p. 435 of last week’s issue of the 
‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” relative to the forthcoming expedition of 
the “ Scotia,” which is being organised jointly by the Board of Trade 
and the North Atlantic Steamship Lines for the purpose of ice obser- 
vation in the North Atlantic, it has been arranged that one member 
of the staff of scientific observers will be a trained meteorologist. 

Dr. Assmann, Director of the Royal Prussian Aeronautical Obser- 
vatory at Lindenburg, has made a most valuable contribution to the 
scientific equipment of the ‘“ Scotia” by providing a number of kites 
for meteorological work, and instruments to be attached to these kites 
for recording air pressure, temperature, relative humidity and wind 
velocity. It is hoped that if the weather conditions on the voyage are 
favourable a considerable addition may be made to the present very 
meagre knowledge as to the conditions of the currents in the upper 
air in the regions off the East Coast of Newfoundland and Labrador. 

The long range wireless apparatus on the vessel is being provided 
free of charge by the Marconi Company. ‘T'wo wireless operators will 
be employed in order that a constant watch may be kept. 








BANKRUPTCY PROCEEDINGS IN RUSSIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 559 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 12th December last relative to a proposed new law regarding 
commercial insolvency in Russia, H.M. Commercial Attaché at 
St. Petersburg (Mr. H. Cooke) writes that, generally speaking, under 
existing laws there is, in theory, no legal preference shown to Russian 
creditors as against foreign creditors in bankruptcy proceedings. In 
practice, however, foreign creditors are often at a disadvantage through 
not being on the spot and through not knowing the procedure ; 
everything depends on the lawyer they employ. ‘The official bank- 
ruptcy notices published in the Russian press allow local creditors 
two weeks, creditors in other towns four months, and foreign creditors 
one year in which to send in their claims. 

An exception occurs in the case of foreign companies authorised to 
operate in Russia (i.e. companies whose head offices or boards are in 
countries other than Russia). These companies are bound by a clause 
in their statutes to give a preference to all claims arising from the 
company’s operations in Russia as against all other claims, and all 
rea] estate and other property in Russia and all assets must be devoted 
to the payment of such claims. (C. 1,261.) 





TRANSFER OF COMMERCIAL ENTERPRISES IN RUSSIA. 


Proposed Amendment of the Law. 

With reference to the notice on p. 702 of the “Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 19th September, 1912, H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg 
report that, according to the semi-official “ Rossia” of 26th January, 
the Council of Ministers has given its sanction for the Minister of 
Commerce to introduce into the Duma a Bill for the amendment of 
the existing law respecting the transfer of commercial and industrial 
enterprises. 

Lhe explanatory preface to the Bill states that these transfers of 
companies are frequently fictitious transactions, aiming at an avoid- 
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ance of payment of debts which have been contracted, and adds that 
at the Fifth Pan-Russian Congress of Delegates of Commerce and 
Industry held in 1911 the attention of the Imperial Government was 
drawn to the urgent need of amending the existing law, which does 
not sufficiently protect creditors from such fraudulent transactions. 

The Bill in question aims at remedying existing defects, and 
provides that with the exception of banking businesses, all transfers 
of every kind of commercial and industrial enterprise shall be 
executed by a lawyer, to whom the individual or firm transferring a 
concern must hand a complete list of liabilities, giving the name and 
address of each creditor and the amount owing to each. ‘This list 
must be signed by both parties to the transfer and witnessed by the 
lawyer who will retain the original. 

The lawyer must, within a period of three days of the conclusion 
of the transfer, notify the fact to all creditors named on the list above 
mentioned, and must, within the same period, advertise the fact of the 
transfer in the more important local papers and in the official 
“Trade Gazette.” Responsibility as regards the liabilities specified 
in the list will be shared equally by both parties to the transfer, with 
the exception that the liability of the individual or firm transferring a 
business will be limited to five years from the date of transfer. 

Failure to observe the provisions of the Bill—such as wilful 
omission of names of creditors, false statements as to extent and 
amounts of liabilities, &c., will render those guilty liable to imprison- 
ment for terms ranging from eight to sixteen months. 

In addition, the Bill provides for those cases in which a debtor seeks 
to avoid payment of liabilities by means of a transfer, surcharge, or 
undervaluation of his estate. In such an event a creditor will be 
empowered to recover on all known estate of the debtor, and in case 
of failure in this respect, he may apply that the transfer, &c. be 
declared invalid without having to prove actual insolvency of the 
debtor. (C. 1,261.) 





FRAUDULENT IMITATION OF TRADE MARKS IN SIAM. 
Successful Prosecution. 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Bangkok (Mr. J. Crosby) has forwarded an 
extract from the “ Bangkok Times ” of 14th December, 1912, contain- 
ing a report of an important judgment given in the International 
Court by one of the legal advisers to the Ministry of Justice in a case 
of fraudulent imitation of trade marks. ‘The plaintiffs were a French 
firm who had sold two special brands of scent, each with a distinctive 
bottle and label design, in Siam for 15 and 7 years respectively ; the 
defendants were accused of selling in Siam, at a much reduced price, 
scents imported from Japan and packed in bottles, labels and boxes 
closely resembling those of the French firm ; each box of scent also 
contained a notice in French. ‘The imitation labels had been recently 
registered in Japan. 

Section 236 of the Siamese Penal Code prohibits the counterfeiting 
of any trade mark or any name or firm-name used as a trade mark; 
Section 237 prohibits the fraudulent imitation of a trade mark in a 
manner calculated to deceive a purchaser ; Section 238 prohibits the 
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importation, sale, or exposure for sale of any goods known to bear a 
false trade mark or an imitated trade mark, as described above. 

The defence was that as there is no registration of trade marks in 
Siam there is nothing to show how anyone can become the owner of 
a trade mark, and therefore no prosecution under the above sections 
of the Penal Code could be successful. The judge, however, ruled 
that ownership could be proved by evidence of the originality and 
public and exclusive use of any particular mark in Siam. ‘These points 
being clearly proved in the present action, a verdict was given in 
favour of the plaintiffs, and the defendants were fined 500 ticals 
(£38 10s.) each and all the scent bearing the imitated trade marks 
was adjudged to be forfeited. 

In this connection it may be useful to remind British firms that 
for a fee of 5s. 6d. they may deposit, in the British Consulate-General 
at Bangkok, two facsimiles of their trade marks for certain goods, 
together with two copies of a declaration stating that those trade 
marks are their exclusive property. One copy of each is filed and 
the other exhibited in the Consular office. The deposit of the 
documents does not act as a legal registration of the trade mark ; 
but it may be useful, in the event of legal proceedings, as showing 


that the firm exhibiting the mark have been making a prior use of it.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Distribution of samples.—Attention is called by an important firm 
of merchants to the enterprise of German manufacturers in sending 
“no end of” samples, gratis, to British shippers. These samples from 
time to time lead to orders. The consideration of the desirability of 
a possibly freer distribution of samples than has keen hitherto general 
is suggested to United Kingdom manufacturers. (2,420.)

Congo State—'The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul at Boma (Mr. W. J. Lamont) on the trade and resources 
of the Congo State in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

The conditions for the free development of commerce have under- 
gone a considerable change for the better during the last three years. 
State monopolies in rubber and ivory have disappeared and a legiti- 
mate opening has been provided to the trader in the Basin of the Congo. 
The taxes to which the trader is now subject cannot be regarded as 
oppressive, whilst facilities for acquiring factory sites are afforded. 
Agents sent out should have a knowledge of French and West African 
trade, and native store clerks, carpenters and masons should be 
brought from British and other West African colonies, as this class of 
native is not easily secured in the Congo State. 

Merchants desirous of submitting samples or price lists should 
communicate with the Directeur de |’Industrie et du Commerce, 
Avenue des Caravanes 46, Boma.

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DEVELOPMENT OF TRADE IN THE CONGO STATE. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Boma (Mr. W. J. Lamont) on the trade and resources of the Congo 
State in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


A great impetus has been given to the general trade of the Congo 
State by its being thrown open to free commerce; the third and last 
zone, embracing most of the Uele and Aruwimi districts, was released 
on the Ist July, 1912, from the State monopoly of rubber and ivory 
which has hitherto barred the advance of the trader, so that the whole 
of the Congo State offers itself as an open field for the commercial 
enterprise of every nation. It is of the highest importance that this 
fact should be brought directly to the notice of firms in the United 
Kingdom, and especially perhaps in Liverpool and Manchester, with 
large experience of West African trade conditions. The disabilities 
formerly imposed on legitimate trade have been practically swept 
away, and many heavy taxes and troublesome restrictions have been 
abolished ; so that the conception of Congo trade as being entirely State- 
exploited, which has debarred many enterprising British African firms 
from venturing their capital in the Congo State, should now undergo 
very considerable modification. One powerful firm opening with a 
large capital has led the way, specialising in the scientific develop- 
ment of the palm oil industry, but there is ample scope for the 
initiation of general West African trade with a much more modest 
capital. At present only one British trading firm is doing business, 
but there is room for more; great areas still lie untouched by the 
trader. Meanwhile the number of trading establishments increases 
steadily—the 560 in 1911 having become 807 in 1912, the great 
majority of which are Belgian. Six of the principal Belgian cotton 
manufacturers have opened agencies. It is apparent that Belgium 
will do ail in her power to bind the trade of the Congo to herself, in 
order to foster the output of her great industrial factories. But the 
door is none the Jess free and open to the world; no preferential tariff 
menaces alien trade over the vast area of the basin, a condition 
happily stipulated by the Berlin Act of 1885. 

The modifications affecting trade introduced into the laws of the 
Congo State during 1911-12 may be briefly summarised as follows :— 

The adulteration of rubber has been made a penal offence. 

The weights and measures of the State have been registered and 
defined on the metric system. 

By conventions with the Abir, Anversoise and Kasai Companies 
the State handed over all its interest in the commercial undertakings 
and revoked the monopoly of forest products formerly enjoyed by 
these companies. 

The monopoly in ivory held by the State has been largely 
surrendered. Formerly half the ivory brought forward by the 
merchants or natives became, without option, the property of the 
Government. They are now allowed to buy it in at certain rates. 

The sale of alcohol. to natives throughout the Congo was 
prohibited from 31st January, 1913, under penalty of a fine up to 
£400, by an Ordinance passed on 23rd November, 1912. This has 
been necessitated by the ravages caused by the consumption of trade- 
rum and gin amongst the natives. 
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Regulations in respect of recruitment of labour’ have been put 
into effect. 

Chambers of Commerce have been inaugurated at Boma, Matadi, 
Kinshasa, Stanleyville and Elizabethville. 

The advance of trade in the various districts is satisfactory. In 
the Kasai seven firms, three of which are Belgian, have each opened a 
factory (the West African term for a large general business managed 
by Europeans). In the Sankuru Secteur there are 51 trading posts, 
rubber being the principal article of trade. In the Lac Leopold district 
12 factories were recently established ; in the Equateur 17 firms with 
101 factories have already taken position. Gum copal* is the chief 
raw product there. In the Ubanghi district in February, 1912, 20 
factories had opened. In Stanleyville district, 43 factories; the 
exports of rubber in 1911 amounted there to 34 tons, ivory 43 tons, 
and rice 177 tons. In the Uele district five firms opened in the latter 
half of 1911. In the Aruwimi district six firms already existed, and 
two other factories were opened, in 1911. 

The freedom of the trade in rubber and ivory from State 
monopoly, and the admission of native rights in the products of the 
forest, have cleared the way for legitimate commercial expansion. 


Imports.—The imports for 1911 show an increase of £414,730 over 
those of 1910, a rise of 26 per cent. The articles contributing 
chiefly to this increase were machinery, provisions, hardware, apparel, 
cottons, and river steamers. 

£1,988,592 is the total value of imports for 1911; of this sum 
Belgium sent 65 per cent.; the United Kingdom, 11°7 per cent. ; 
Germany, 4°9 per cent.; F rance, 4-7 per cent. ; and British Colonies 
an aggregate of 3°/ per cent. The imports from Belgium have 
advanced in 1911, as ialban with 1910, by 19 per cent., those of 
France and Germany have each more than doubled, and those from 
the United Kingdom have gone up 64 per cent. 

Matches are supplied by Belgium, Germany and the United King- 
dom in the proportions of 33, 16 and 5 per cent. ‘Two-thirds of the 
starch comes from Belgium, and the rest from Germany and the United 
Kingdom. 

Flintlock guns to the value of £1,600 come from Belgium. Arms 
of precision are imported mainly by individuals proceeding to the 
Congo as officials, traders or elephant hunters. Belgium sent 60 
per cent. of the £10,204 worth imported in 1911; the United King- 
dom, 16 per cent.; Germany, 5 per cent. Ninety per cent. of the 
£2,012 worth of revolvers came from Belgium and 94 per cent. of 
cartridges, the total import value of which amounted to £19,032. Trade 
powder was furnished by Belgium, the United Kingdom and Germany 
in about equal proportions. ‘The trade in this article being severely 
restricted over most of the Congo, the total importation for 1911 
was only £3,372.

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Jewellery—silver and gold—is shared by Belgium and the United 
Kingdom in the proportions of one-third and one-fourth respectively ; 
80 per cent. of the watches and clocks imported into the Congo come 
from Belgium and the United Kingdom. 

Timber (wrought) imported in 1911 was valued at £39,772; of this 
Belgium sent £24,000 worth, Germany £2,188, the United Kingdom 
£2,368, and South Africa, £2,884. 

Beer worth £35,416 was imported in 1911; £20,000 of this came 
from Germany, £10,680 from Belgium, and £1,070 from the United 
Kingdom. T'rade-gin and rum come principally from Germany and 
Belgium. Half of the £19,324 worth of whisky and liquewrs imported 
came from the United Kingdom; France supplied to the extent of 
£3,800; Belgium, £1,824; and the Netherlands, £1,200. 

Out of the total import of wines, valued at £68,744, France con- 
tributed £46,528, Portugal £7,868, Germany £1,036, and Belgium 
£6,192. £3,420 worth of candles were imported, Belgium sending 
£2,212 and the United Kingdom £504 worth. 

Ooffee is mainly supplied by Belgium, Brazil and the Netherlands. 

The camp equipment is nearly all supplied by Belgium; of a total 
import valued at £18,108, the United Kingdom provided only £1,320. 

Provisions.—Preser ved meats, butter, cheese, and tinned vegetables were 
imported in large quantities, the total value being £296,228; of this 
Belgium supplied over one-half, the United Kingdom £28,956 worth 
and Denmark, chiefly butter, £9,508; while Switzerland sent £6,704 
worth of milk. Flour, £35,128 worth, was supplied by Belgium, 
Rhodesia and the United Kingdom—£13,760, £7,320, and £2,852 re- 
spectively; France, Italy and Austria-Hungary also contributed 
largely. F%sh comes principally from Angola and Norway. Potatoes 
and onions are imported almost equally from Belgium, Rhodesia and 
South Africa. Trade in rice is chiefly from Belgium and _ the 
Netherlands. 

Sugar comes from Belgium, the United Kingdom and South Africa. 

Out of £12,000 worth of drugs imported, the United Kingdom 
supplied £2,000, most arriving from Belgium. 

The trade in ready-made clothes, shirts, &c. is important and 
reached £122,972 in 1911, contributed by Belgium, the United 
Kingdom and Germany (£79, 184, £28,096 and £4. 836 respectively). 
Kerosene is supplied ~y the United States ; oils by Belgium ; musical 
instruments by Belgium and Germany. Fully half of the locomotives 
(total value, £38,716) came from the United Kingdom; but wagons 
and carriages came nearly wholly from Belgium (£25,740). By far 
the greater part of the building material imported came from Belgium. 

Belgium sent £8,880 worth of the haberdashery and perfumery 
heperted (£14,264), the United Kingdom £1,720, and Germany 

2,044 

In metals Belgium supplies the Congo almost entirely by herself. 
Corrugated iron, however, is largely supplied by the United Kingdom. 

Belgium supplied £21,984 worth of furniture out of a total import 
of 6 ,108 in 1911, the United Kingdom being the next best with 

2,920. 
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Hardware, comprising such articles as cooking utensils, copper and 
iron bracelets, machetes, mirrors, &c., tctalled £76,624, £9,240 of 
which came from the United Kingdom, and £8,956 from Germany ; 
the Netherlands and France come next on the list. 

Soaps (£7,964) were supplied by Belgium (£4,852) and the United 
Kingdom (£1,776). 

Tobacco, including cigars and cigarettes, amounted to £20,712, of 
which Belgium sent £12,120, the United Kingdom £2,756, and 
South Africa £1,500. 

Cotton goods.—The imports of cotton goods in 1911, which amounted 
in value to £316,588, were as shown in the nnitines table :—

Half of the shawls imported came from the United Kingdom out 
of a total importation of £450. Glassware showed a total import of 
£14,052, and was supplied mainly by Belgium and Austria-Hungary, 
which latter sent £2,536 worth. 


Exports.—The exports in 1911 (including transit exports) show 
a falling-off compared with those of 1910, but the figures are pro- 
visional and subject to revision. The decrease amounted to 
£667,031, or a reduction of 17 per cent. on 1910, the figures being 
£3,823,947 in 1910, and £3,156,916 in 1911. 

The exports of rubber and ivory are those showing the heaviest 
decreases, viz. :—£664,515 and £15,192 respectively. The amount of 
rubber exported in 1911 was only 17 tons short of that exported in 
1910, so that the large decrease in value is attributable to the 
decline in the market price of rubber. The exports of gum copal, 
copper ore, palm kernels, and raw gold show increases amounting to 
£187,740 in the aggregate over those of 1910. 

Of the exports, 88 per cent. go to Belgium, 6 per cent. to Angola, 
13 per cent. to the Netherlands and 0°8 per cent. to the United 
Kingdom. 

The principal articles of export in order of value are wild rubber, 
grass rubber, wory, gold, palm nuts, gum copal, palm oil, copper 
ore and cocoa. 
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INTERNATIONAL PLATE GLASS CONVENTION, 


With reference to the notice on p. 610 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 19th December, 1912, relative to the European Plate 
Glass (printed ‘ Looking Glass” in error) Convention, the British 
Vice-Consul at Charleroi (Mr. H. Le Fanu) reports that the ‘“ Con- 
vention Internationale des Glaceries,” which was recently renewed 
for another ten years, includes all the Belgian, French, German, 
Dutch, Austrian, and italian plate glass manufacturers. The well- 
known United Kingdom works and the American works at Courcelles 
(belonging to the Pittsburg Plate Glass Company) remain, it is said, 
outside the Convention, but have agreed to sell at the prices fixed 
by the Convention. 

A separate company, the “ Union Continentale Commerciale des 
Glaceries,” with a capital of £80,000, has been formed, outside the 
Convention, for the purpose of purchasing from the makers and 
selling all the plate glass required for export without distinction of 
brand ; thus the buyer will not know which works made the glass he 
is buying. (3,065.) 


PETROLEUM PRODUCTION IN THE UNITED STATES. 


H.M. Consul at St. Louis (Mr. T. Erskine) has forwarded an 
extract from the local press dealing with the production of petroleum 
in the United States of America in 1912, from which the following is 
taken :— 

The preliminary estimates place the production of petroleum in the 
United States in 1912 at 220,200,000 barrels (of 42 United States 
gallons*), valued at 150,000,000 dols., as compared with 220,449,301 
barrels, valued at 134,044,752 dols.,in 1911. These figures show a 
very slight falling-off in production, but the largely increased demand 
has enabled the producers to get considerably enhanced prices: for 
oil, viz., 68 cents per barrel on the average, as compared with 61 cents . 
in 1911. The year 1912 is remarkable as being the first year since 
the inception of the industry in 1859 in which the amount produced 
has not shown an increase over any previous year. 

The following table shows the number of barrels produced by each 
State in 1912, the figures for 1911 being added for purposes of 
comparison :—

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The Californian output of low-grade oil reached the record total of 
87,000,000 barrels, an increase of about 6,000,000 barrels over last 
year’s figures, in spite of very low prices and the inability of the market 
to absorb the output. This increase was counterbalanced by the 
decreased production in the high-grade fields, with the exception 
of West Virginia, where, owing to the discovery of the prolific Blue 
Creek field, the production expanded by about 2,000,000 barrels. 
Oklahoma and [Illinois still maintain their predominant position 
amongst the high-grade fields, as they are jointly responsible for 
about two-thirds of the total output. Last year, however, showed 
a notable decline in Oklahoma, as the average for the year was only 
50 barrels per well, compared with 73°4 barrels in 1911. 

No new States were added to the list of producers in 1912, but 
Wyoming and Michigan, hitherto only small producers, gave promise 
of becoming of greater importance, especially the former. In fact, 
when Wyoming is equipped with a pipe line it is likely to become an 
important factor in the Rocky Mountain markets, its present isolated 
position having hindered its development. 

With the exception of California, where over-production and 
other causes made prices very low, the price of crude oil steadily 
advanced throughout 1912. This rise was due, it is stated, to funda- 
mental conditions and not to manipulation. Last year proved to be 
the turning point in favour of the producer, as production remained 
steady whilst consumption grew at such a rapid rate as to result in a 
genuine shortage, and prices would have risen even higher had there 
not been a very large surplus in store from previous years. During 
. 1912 the price of very high grade Pennsylvanian oil rose from 1°35 
dols. to 2 dols. per barrel at the well. 

The improved prices stimulated the largest amount of drilling ever 
known, and about 30 per cent. more wells were drilled than in 1911, 
though the figures for California and the Rocky Mountain States are 
not yet available. 

A feature of the oil industry in 1912 was the marked increase in 
the number of independent oil refineries, which demonstrates the 
ability of the small refinery to compete with the big refineries. Most of 
the new plants are in the young and rich fields of Illinois and 
Oklahoma. 

On account of the very great increase in consumption the amount 
of high-grade oil in stock at the end of the year was only about 
69,000,000 barrels, as compared with 81,789,400 barrels at the 
beginning of the year, a reduction of about 15 per cent. 

Reserve stocks are being heavily drawn on to meet the demands of 
the market. Oklahoma and Illinois, the two producing States which 
have been mainly responsible for the large production and surplus 
stocks, showed a notable decline in 1912 that is liable to be still 
greater this year, so that only the discovery of new fields can 
prevent the total output of oil for 1913 showing a considerable 
decline. (C ..1,540)

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RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION IN COLOMBIA. 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Bogoté (Mr. R. F. Parker) 
reports that during 1912 the Colombian Congress approved of the 
following railway projects, but it is impossible to say whether they 
will mature as it is doubtful whether the necessary funds can be 
found for them all :— 

(1) The survey of the country from Cacuta down to the Magdalena 
river, with a view to the construction of a railway. (See p. 603 of 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 19th December, 1912.) 

(2) The Government to contract to build a railway from the Pacific 
Coast, probably from Tumaco, vid Pasto to a place in the Putamayo 
to be selected by the Government. This railway, to be called the 
Marifio railway, is to be built with Colombian money and by 
Colombian engineers. 

(3) The Government to buy the Tolima Railway, which runs from 
Girardot to Espinal, for £6,000. 

(4) The Government to clear the Southern (Sabana) Railway of all 
debt. 

In addition to the above the Great Northern Central Railway 
Company has arranged with the Government a revised contract, 
which did not have to be approved by Congress, for building a railway 
from Puerto Wilches on the Magdalena to Bucaramanga, and from 
thence to Bogota. 

The La Dorada Railway Company has an optional contract to con- 
struct an extension from Ambalema to Girardot, which is now being 
considered in London. This contract was not before Congress in 
1912. 

The contract for the extension of the Pacific Railway from Cali to. 
Girardot (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 31st October, 1912, 
p. 227) was submitted to Congress, but was not approved. The line 
building from Buenaventura to Cali suffered a serious wash-out, and 
it is understood that the repairs will take about a year to complete. 

A contract was arranged with the Government for extending the 
Northern (Sabana) Railway from Nemocén to Chinquinquiraé (to be 
called the Central Railway), but the contract was not approved by 
Congress, and is therefore not valid. 

Congress passed a law requiring the Government to make an 
arrangement with the Santa Marta Railway Company on equitable 
terms for the future construction of the line, &c. The time given for 
doing this has now expired and nothing has been arranged. 

The questions affecting the Barranquilla Railway, among others 
the purchase of the line by Government, were not settled by Congress 
in any manner. 

No arrangement was come to by Congress concerning the questions.

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PROPOSED CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES, 


LEEWARD ISLANDS (DOMINICA). 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Ordinance (No. 5 of 
1912) which was assented to by the Administrator 





— of Dominica on the 3lst December last, and 
Preferential which gives effect to the Canadian-West Indian 


Tariff Preferential Tariff Agreement signed at Ottawa 
on the 9th April, 1912,* and also amends the 
‘‘ Tariff Act, 1896,” of Dominica. 

The Ordinance, which is to come into operation when notified by 
Proclamation, proposes to accord preferential treatment to various 
articles—the produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom, 
Canada, Newfoundland, and any other British Possession or 
Protectorate that may hereafter be proclaimed—under certain pre- 
scribed conditions, on importation into the Presidency of Dominica. 

The text of the Ordinance (excluding the preamble) is given 
below :— 


BE IT ORDAINED by the Governor and Legislative Council of 
Dominica as follows :-— 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as ‘“ The Customs Preferential 
Tariff Ordinance, 1912,” and shall be read and construed as one with 
“The Tariff Act, 1896,” hereinafter called the principal Act. 

2. The Agreement signed at Ottawa on the 9th day of April, 1912, 
by the Representatives of the Dominion of Canada and the Repre- 
sentative of this Presidency, which is set out in the Schedule to this 
Ordinance* and is hereinafter called the Agreement, is hereby 
approved and adopted, and the terms and conditions therein con- 
tained shall be adhered to by the Government of this Presidency. 

3. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in the principal Act 
the duties of Customs payable on the goods enumerated in Schedule A 
to the Agreement, being the produce or manufacture of Canada, shall 
be four-fifths of the duties imposed on other similar goods by the 
principal Act or any Act or Ordinance amending or substituted for 
the same. 

Provided that the duties imposed on wheat flour by the principal 
Act or any Act or Ordinance amending or substituted for the same 
shall always exceed the duties payable on wheat flour being the pro- 
duce or manufacture of Canada by at least sixpence on every hundred 
pounds weight thereof. 

(2) The provisions of this section shall apply to all goods 
enumerated in Schedule A to the Agreement which are the produce 
or! manufacture of the United Kingdom in the same manner as to 
similar goods which are produce or manufacture of Canada. 

(3) The provisions of this section shall apply to all goods 
enumerated in Schedule A to the Agreement which are the produce 
or manufacture of Newfoundland in the same manner as to similar 
goods which are the produce or manufacture of Canada. 

,-- (4) The provisions of this section shall apply to all goods 
enumerated in Schedule A to the Agreement which are the produce

4. (1) The Governor-in-Council may make regulations for the 
better carrying out of the provisions of this Ordinance, and, without 
prejudice to the foregoing general power, he may make regulations 
for the following purposes or any of them :— 

(a) prescribing the nature and the manner of proof that goods 
are the produce or manufacture of a country to which 
preference is granted under this Ordinance, 

(b) providing that goods shall not be entitled to preference 
unless they are conveyed to this Presidency by ship from 
a Canadian port direct without transhipment or by the way 
of one of the other Colonies, British possessions, or protec- 
torates entitled to the advantages of the Agreement. 

(c) providing that manufactured goods shall not be entitled to 
preference unless a substantial part of the work or labour 
by which such goods were manufactured was performed in a 
country to which preference is granted under this Ordinance, 
and prescribing the extent of such part and the nature and 
the manner of the proof of the preference of the same, 

(d) providing that goods shall not be entitled to preference if 
they are contained in a package which also contains goods 
not enumerated in Schedule A to the Agreement, and 

(e) providing that goods shall not be entitled to preference if 
they are set out in a Customs Bill of Entry in which goods 
not enumerated in Schedule A to the Agreement are also 
set out. 

(2) Every person who shall be guilty of a contravention of any 
such regulation shall be liable on summary conviction to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred pounds. 

&. (1) This Ordinance shall come into operation upon such day as 
the Governor shall notify by Proclamation, and it shall continue in 
force until the Agreement is terminated by the Government of Canada 
or of this Presidency in accordance with the provisions of the eighth 
section of the said Agreement. . 

(2) The Proclamation shall make known the approval of the 
Agreement by the Parliament of Canada and by the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies.

Under these regulations it is provided that when 
a remover, at a place where Customs officers are stationed, desires to 
remove and obtain rebate upon any goods in respect of which duty 
has been paid at any place in the Union, he shall deliver to the 
Principal Officer of Customs at the place whence the goods are to be 
removed an application (in triplicate) for rebate in prescribed form. 

The removal will not be allowed until the goods have been ex- 
amined, with original and forwarding invoices and the application 
for rebate, by the proper Customs officer, so that a certificate of 
accuracy can be given. 

A declaration from the consignee in the Belgian Congo, certified 
by a Customs or other proper officer at destination that the goods 
have duly arrived, must be produced, when a refund of the duty 
actually paid will be made.

The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, copy 
of an Ordinance (No. 8 of 1912) which was 
assented to by the Acting-Governor of St. Lucia 
on 10th October last, providing for the regulation 
of the importation of bees into the Colony. 

Under this Ordinance, which came into operation on 7th December, 
1912, it is provided that it shall not be lawful to import into the 
Colony : 

(a) any queen-bee which is not accompanied by a certificate, 
approved by the Agricultural Superintendent, that the 
disease known as “Foul brood” does not exist in the 
apiary from which the queen-bee was taken, or 

(b) any bee-hive, or part of a bee-hive, or any article whatsoever 
which has been used in connection with bees, or any bees 
other than queen-bees as aforesaid. 

The package in which the queen-bee is imported must be destroyed 
by fire in such place as may be appointed by the Agricultural 
Authority, and any worker-bee which accompanied the queen-bee 
must be killed and also destroyed by fire. 

Every bee-hive or part of a bee-hive or other article adapted for use 
in connection with bee-keeping must be landed at the Port of 
Castries for inspection by the Agricultural Authority prior to delivery 
to the importer. 


LEEWARD ISLANDS (DOMINICA),

FRANCE: 


The ‘ Bérsen-Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 20th February states that, not- 
withstanding the effect of the Balkan war, the 
iron and Gteot satisfactory state of the French iron and steel 
market. market has not perceptibly changed, and the 
prospects for the future are if anything still more cheerful. Private 
merchants are to some extent adopting a somewhat more cautious 
attitude, but, on the other hand, railway companies and many 
municipal bodies are sending out large orders. The building of war 
vessels for the French navy is considerably increasing the demand for 
labour. During this year four new 25,000 ton ironclads are to be 
ordered, two of which will be constructed by the State, one by the 
Saint-Nazaire and the other by the Chantiers de la Méditeranée ship- 
yards. The various French iron and steel industries are working at 
full pressure, and this state of affairs is assured for the next few 
months at any rate. Only in the metal sheet market has a certain 
stiffening manifested itself.

Most firms 
were fully employed in steady, regular business, and as prices of 
raw, thrown, and spun silk have fluctuated but little, there is no 
reason to anticipate that losses have been made or that profits have 
been sacrificed. ‘There is no evidence that the industry has made any 
advance except in general confidence in its ability successfully to 
meet foreign competition, but it may be expected, as a result of this 
growing confidence amongst manufacturers generally, that progress 
will ultimately ensue both in the volume of goods manufactured and 
in their merit, technically and artistically.

JAPAN (FORMOSA). 


The following information regarding the development of the lumber 
industry of Formosa has been received from the 


Development of ting Britich (Ct lea ag 
the Mount Ari Acting British Consul at Tamsui (Mr. P. D. 
Butler) :— 


Forests. Karly this year the Government-General of 


Formosa will inaugurate the exportation of timber from the virgin 
forests which cover the higher slopes of Mount Ari. Practically 
speaking, the mountain is entirely covered with forests from foot to 
summit, but it is only after an elevation of 4,000 feet has been 
reached that the trees become commercially valuable. Between this 
and 6,000 feet the principal trees found are two species of oak, 
(Juercus acuta and Quercus cuspidata, some of which are of consider- 
able size. I'rom a height of 6,000 feet to the summit (8,000 feet) the 
forest consists solely of gigantic trees. The lower portion of this belt 
chiefly comprises the Chamaecyparis Formosiensis (Japanese “ benihi ”), 
a species of cyprus which is peculiar to Formosa and yields a wood of 
reddish colour, the best qualities of which are expected to fetch con- 
siderably higher prices than the best grades of ‘ hi-no-ki.” One of the 
largest trees of this variety is 65 feet in circumference, and the 
lowest branchis 45 feet from the ground ; its age is estimated at from 
2,500 to 5,000 years. The higher portion of the belt consists entirely 
of Chumaecyparis obtusa (“ hi-no-ki”), the species of cyprus common 
in Japan, and so highly valued there for building and other purposes ; 
the quality of the wood is, however, said to be greatly superior to that 
obtained in Japan. 

There being no river available for floating the logs down to the 
coast, the Government have built a narrow gauge Decauville railway 
from Kagi to Nimandaira, on the edge of the commercially valuable 
belt, whence branch lines will radiate into the heart of the forest to 
collect the timber. Eventually it is intended to send the logs down to 
Hokumon, near Kagi, where up-to-date saw mills are being erected. 
The logs will be cut up as necessary and sent by rail to Takow, the 
principal port of south Formosa, for export to Japan. 

A large number of trees are already felled and awaiting transport, 
and though for the present the whole of the export will be taken by 
Japan, it is understood that efforts will be made later on to find 
markets abroad. 

It is estimated that the Mount Arj forests contain about 217,788,000 
cubic feet of timber, and that about 2,400,000 cubic feet will be 
exported annually. (C. 1,314.)

‘The seal fishery of the 1912 season was not successful, the catch only 
amounting to 175,130 seals, as compared with 
Fisheries in 1912. 304,591in 1911. Neither was the lobster industry 
during 1912 so satisfactory as in 1911, the catch 
for the two years representing 26,178 cases and 28,881 cases 
respectively. 

The number of cases of canned salmon packed during the past 
season was 4,785, an increase of 1,208 over the previous year. The 
pack of pickled salmon was also considerably in excess of the 1911 
output.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—continued. 

Under this Bill it is provided that no person shall sell any wine, 
as such, which contains substances other than those prescribed to be 
permitted to be added thereto. 

The manufacture or sale of various classes of spirits, as defined, is 
prohibited, if there has been added thereto either cayenne pepper, 
tobacco, bluestone, or any other unauthorized article. 

No brandy or whiskey may be sold unless specifically labelled, 
showing whether such “ brandy ” is wine brandy, wine brandy (cognac 
type) or dop brandy, or whether such “‘ whiskey” is whiskey, malt 
whiskey or blended whiskey. 

In the case of mixed spirits, the receptacles must be labelled in such 
a manner as to set forth the specific spirits which have been used for 
the mixture. 

No person may manufacture or sell any rum which has been 
coloured otherwise than by caramel or from the wood of the cask in 
which the rum is stored, or any rum which has been flavoured by 
means of capiscum or essential oils or rum essences, or otherwise than 
by means of sugar-cane leaves or pure fruit—provided that the 
flavouring substances permitted are placed in the still along with the 
mash or megass and not added to the liquor after distillation. No 
person may sell, under the name of “rum,” any silent spirit flavoured 
or unflavoured, or any product of the distillation of maize, barley, or 
other cereal grain. 

No gin may be manufactured or sold which contains any preparation 
of zinc, alum, lead or copper or any sulphuric acid or other mineral 
acid, or any other ingredient injurious to health. 

The Bill also provides that no person shall sell any article, under the 
name of beer or as a substitute for beer, which does not conform to 
the prescribed definition for “ beer,” which is held to mean :— 

*¢ the alcoholic liquor obtained by the fermentation of a mash of 
malt, with or without cereals, flavoured with hops, and shall 
include ale, porter, spruce beer, black beer and any other 
liquid made or sold as a description of beer—provided that 
such liquor contains more than 3 per cent. of proof spirit.” 

No person may add any substances to beer other than those pre- 
scribed.* 

The manufacture or sale of vinegar is prohibited if there has been 
added thereto any preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric acid or other 
mineral acid or any other ingredient injurious to health, or any pre- 
servative of any nature whatever, and also if the vinegar does not 
contain 34 per cent. of acetic acid. 

No person may, under the name of “ spirit vinegar” or “ distilled 
vinegar,” sell any spirit vinegar or distilled vinegar to which has 
been added any colouring matter. 

Provisions are also given laying down the definitions which are 
held to apply to the different varieties of vinegar.

Kingdom for the month of January, 1913, have been published. The 
accounts, which are issued on the 7th or 8th of each month, may be pur- 
chased* at a cost, in the present instance, of lld. per copy, exclusive of 
postage. 

Attention is further called to the fact thatthree volumes of the “ Annual 
Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom with Foreign Countries and 
British Possessions” for the year 1911 have been issued, and may be pur- 
chased* at a cost of 5s. 5d. for the first volume, 3s. 6d.for the second, and 3s. 1d. 
for the third. This publication, which contains much more detailed and exhaus- 
tive information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first 
volume abstract tables for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements 
of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to each country, 
and in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) 
contains a classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the 
“ Annual Statement’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of rade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, §.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the ‘Journal,’ as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. british firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of ‘l'rade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1912, 1,098 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 146,578) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,091 
Circular letters and copies totalling 142,032 sent out in 1911. 

NoTEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time.

3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of 
Trade, 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 


any application.

NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT, 1911. PART II. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 


are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1277. Workmen employed by contractors as borers, to test the 
nature of the ground, in connection with the construction, reconstruc- 
tion or alteration of works of construction. 

1278. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 


wood block flooring for buildings. 
This decision supersedes decision No, 678 (2) (“ Board of Trade 


Journal ” of the lst August, 1912). 


Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 


the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 
Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 


of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
